That the 
constitution might be improved by a 
few amendments 1 presume no one 
will deny, and it seems to me that It 
can be amended without any very 
great breach of authority. For instance, 
let the Oeiieral Assembly 'get up such 
amendments as they deem advisable, 
and let their merits or demerits be dis- 
cussed ls»for.' tlie (asiple, and at the 
next general election they will know 
Ju.l what I. proposed to lie engrafted 

ii.totl nstitutlon, aud be able to 

vote for or against the propositions. 
Then, If they vote affirmatively, the 
Assembly will have their authority di- 
rectly from the |»eople, and may en- 
graft it into the Constitution hy author- 
ity invested lu them from the source of 
all |s>wcr. Tlie idea la already ton prev- 
alent with our reft-eesxHitatives that they 
are chosen to fA/aft-, as well aa act, for 
the masses and say Just what shall or 
ahall uot be done. Tills Idea will hold 
good under a monarchical form of gov- 
ernment, but It will not do for a Repub- 
lic under a republican form of govern- 
ment like ours. Tin people think and 
chiMisc for themselves, hy what laws 
they will la* governed, aud our repre- 
sentatlvea are the agents or servants 
chiaieti by themselves and supposed to 
tie competent lo digest and formulate 
their crude ideas aud sentiments and 
send them out as the iirganlc law of 
the laud. Cnder this view of the case. 
It becomes very Ifiiiairtant for the Rep- 
resentative to know Just what the |tas> 
ple do want in reference to any propo- 
sliitioii u|miu wlilch they may la* re- 
quired to act. A strict adherence to 
this rule would obviate to a very great 
extent the ueoessity of revWIug thet'on- 
stltutlou. Hut the lamentable fact stares 
na In the lace that our representatives 
fail to give sufflcieut attention to the 
wants and interests of the mamus, and 
pander to certain Intlueuccs that may 
be brought to bear upou them, aud suf- 
fer measures lobbied through the as- 
sembly, which are neither creditable to 
themselves nor ueuettclal to the peo- 
ple. Hence the iietHastlty of revising 
cither our repreaentatatlves or the Cm - 
if the Is^gislature should do- 
to amend the f .matitutloii iu auy 
oftheaeveial ways auggcaled, it ap- 
|iears to me that a clause deprtviiigthat 
body of Its authority over local legisla- 
tion, ami remand It luck to the com- 
munity directly Interested, would ttt 
one of |M*rmuneiit hupoi tauce. It is 
<|Uite reasonable to atip|aise that the 
people of a country or town whose in- 
terest alone Is affected by it shiadd 
know best what local legislation would 
best subserve tlielr interest. I'nder 
the present system It Is done by the 
representation of one man.
